ernor Haskell’s recent charges for the 
information of the Indians of the 
Osage nation and says: 
‘‘Governor Haskell’s recent open let­ 
ter to 'the •'resident charges that the 
president acted unfairly to the Osage 
Indians in the matter of fixing the 
royalty for the lease of their oil lands 
to the Indian Territory Illuminating 
Oil 
company. 
Governor 
Haskell'1 
statements are deliberate falsehoods 
As his disregard of truth is willful, no 
reply will be made to him personally, 
but President Roosevelt and Secretary 
Garfield are not willing that the Osage 
Indians should not know the truth 
about these matters, in order that 
they may not be deceived by Governor 
Haskell’s false statements. 
For this 
reason they send to the Indians the 
truth about each of th® charges he 
makes.” 
The statement takes up Haskell’s 
charges in detail and analyzes them 
to show their deliberate untruth. 
The statement concludes: 
"Haskell attempts, by deliberate and

President Roosevelt’s message to 
the emperor was presented to him 
through Count Komura. the foreigt. 
minister, and the emperor soon will 
make a reply, but there la no reason 
to expect that the emperor’s message 
will contain other than a graceful ac- 
krowlegement and an expression of 
gratification at the president’s warm 
words of appreciation. 
Nothing could 
possibly exceed in the public mind in 
Japan the significance of the emper­ 
o r ’s previous message. 
The departure of the fleet was ope 
of the prettiest features of the week. 
The flagship Connecticut slipped her 
cable at exactly 8 o’clock a. rn. 
She 
steamed past the louisiana and sa­ 
luted and was followed by the remain­ 
der of the squadron. 
When the eight 
ships had passed, the louisiana led 
the second line, and the entire fleet 
then passed In single column. 
As each of the American battleships 
passed the head of the Japanese col­ 
umn, the crews of the ships of both 
nations cheered enthusiastically and 
the band on each of the American 
ships played the Japanese national 
hymn.

M anner In W h ich the La w Treata It 
In Different Countries. 
England Is the b est place, from the 
plnlntifT's point of v iew, for a b reach 
>f promise action. 
All other coun 
tries seem to regard with grav e sus­ 
picion any attem pt to recov er mone­ 
tary compensation for the loss of a 
prospectiv e husb and, and unless the 
plaintiff has a v ery strong case Indeed ( 
It Is nev er worth her while to carry 
her grief into the law courts. 
In France b reach of promise rases 
are rare, for the simple reason that 
the law requires the plaintiff to prov e 
that she has suffered pecuniary loss. 
Now, this is not an easy thing to do 
the part of the lady, especially In 
a country w here a girl without a dot— 
thnt Is, a m arriage portion—has a poor 
chance of finding a husb and. 
Holland 
end Austria hav e adopted the French 
-ystem, and the result has b een ab out 
the same. 
Breach of promise actions 
are rare, the Injured dam sels or their 
relativ es usually takiug the law Into 
their own hands. 
Practical G erm any, as might b e ex

pected. has perhaps the b est method I 
for solv ing this prob lem.

Three Alleged Counterfeiter* Get Out 
of Prison at Madison, WI*. 
Madison, Wis., Oct. 26.—Hugo, Al­ 
bert and Rudolph Donnerstag, three 
brothers, arrested at R hinelander early 
in August for counterfeiting, broke 
Jail here' and were gone half an hour 
before their flight 
was discovered. 
They have not yet been captured. 
They were locked in a cell on the 
third floor of the jail and got out of 
their cage by use of a key, and by 
sawing iron bars w ith a crude saw 
m ade from a steel slat from their cell 
cot.

Manner In Which the Law Treats 
In Different Countries. 
England is the best place, from the 
plaintiff’s point of view, for a breach 
of promise action. 
AU other coun­ 
tries seem to regard with grave sus­ 
picion any attem pt to recover mone­ 
tary compensation for the loss of a 
prospective husband, and unless the 
plaintiff has a very strong case indeed 
it is never worth her while to carry 
her grief Into the law courts. 
In France breach of promise rases 
are rare, for the simple reason that 
the law requires the plaintiff to prove 
that she has suffered pecuniary loss. 
Now, this Is not an easy thing to do 
an the part of the lady, especially In 
a country where a girl w ithout a dot— 
that Is, a m arriage portion—has a poor 
chance of finding a husband. 
Holland 
and Austria have adopted the French 
system, and the result bas been about 
the same. 
Breach of promise actions 
are rare, the injured dam sels or their 
relatives usually taking the law Into 
their own bands. 
Practical Germany, as might be ex­ 
i s te d . has perhaps the best method 
for solving this problem. 
When a 
young couple become engaged they 
have to go through a public betrothal 
ceremony that ought to knock all the 
shyness out of them. 
In the local 
town hall the pair declare their affec­ 
tion, willingness to m arry, etc., ending 
by signing a collection of documents 
that apparently leave no loophole for 
escape. But if either party to the con­ 
tract wishes to w ithdraw another Jour­ 
ney is undertaken to the town hall 
and another collection of documents 
signed, witnessed and sealed. 
Then 
the authorities determ ine the question 
of compensation— should it be claimed. 
In this connection it may be said that 
the man can and often does claim a 
solatium 
for his wounded feelings. 
The usual aw ard is one-fifth of the 
m arriage dowry. 
It Is easy to under­ 
stand when all this Is remembered 
how loath the young people of Ger­ 
many are to break their betrothal 
oaths. 
As the law of Italy affords little or 
no protection w hatever to jilted dam ­ 
sels or swains, it is not surprising th at 
the stiletto should be the favorite mode 
of deciding breach of promise cases. 
The Italian law dem ands that the per­ 
son suing for the breach shal produce 
a w ritten promise to m arry from the 
defendant; otherwise the action cannot 
proceed. 
This difficulty is almost in­ 
surm ountable. and the Italian judges 
are seldom troubled to adjudicate be­ 
tween one time lovers. 
To bring an action for breach of 
promise of mariage against a reigning 
monarch is an achievement, but it has 
been done, and by an English lady. 
Miss Jenny Mighell sued the sultan of 
Johore. and as there was a doubt 
w hether the dusky oue was actually a 
reigning monarch the case was allowed 
to come into court, but the judge quick­ 
ly disposed of the action by ruling it 
Inadmissible for the reason referred to, 
and Miss Mighell was nonsuited. 
It is rem arkable that one of the two 
actions which have brought verdicts 
for £10,000 each to the plaintiffs should 
have had for Its defendant tile editor 
of a matrimonial paper. 
The second 
case was between a well known actress 
and the eldest son of an earl.—London 
Tit-Bits.
